As little Reflection is it 
to the Chanceller or the Confiftory that this 
Caufe was Remov’d to Weftminfter- Hall, where 
we know not but new A/ateer appear’d. And 
for a Jadge or a Court to be thus Publickly 
Beflav'd , tor what may and has Befallen every 
Court in Weftminfter- Hall, that is, Appeals to 
be brought, and Fudg ements Revers’d, is a Re- 
fleftion upon’em all, and upon all the Courts and 
Fudicatories inthe Kingdom. When a Court Re- 
verfes the Judgment ot an Inferior Court, do’s it 
call the Fudges fuch Rogues and Rafcals as De Foe 
here do’s becaufe they were not of the fame 
Opinion with the Superior Court ?
